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I Take Precautions Fiower Show Was 
Against Web Worm Triumph of Beauty]

It has been quite noticeable 
throughout this locality of late 
that there in a possibility of an at¬ 
tack from the second brood of sug¬ 
ar beet web worm. Very little 
damage of a serious imture was 
done by the first brood due main¬ 
ly to timely spraying in the in¬ 
fested fields, and the attack being 
pretty much localized, however it 
appears that the 2 nd brood is suf- 
fioiently 111111101*0113 to justify very 
close watch by growers and per¬ 
haps a little precautionary action. 
The rain of the last few days will 
be a very decided setback to web 
worm activity, and may defer dev- 
elopment and egg laying sufficient 
that no serious damage may be 
'done by this brood in spite of the 
prevalency of so many moths. 
They are migratory and sometimes 
leave a district,-and at other times 
are parasitized to the extent 
that little or no damage is 
done, this being the case in the 
eastern district last year. Usually 
the farmer with the clean fields 
lias little to fear from the first 
brood as they lay their eggs on pig 
weed and Russian thistle mainly; 
this, however is not true of‘the 
second brood as the beets are usual¬ 
ly large enough to give the mtftli 
ample protection from the wind 

and weather and they therefore 
harbor on the beets as well as the 
weeds. 

While the change of weather 
conditions may counteract serious 
damage, a few kerosinc traps 
would not be amiss if moths are 
numerous in the field. These are 
merely a tub partly filled with 
water, with keroa'ine poured on the 
surface and a lantern or some sort 
of light or torch placed in the cen¬ 
tre of the tub and then the whole 
arrangement placed in the centre 
of the field or wherever the moths 
are most prevalent. This proceed¬ 
ing has been tried in other districts 
with very satisfactory results. 
During web worm outbreaks fai 111 - 
*rs using these traps have been 
free from damage, where in 
other fields spraying has lmd to he j 
done to check the inroads of the 1 
worms. 

This trap does not entail much 
expense consequently affords very 
cheap prevention. Its effective¬ 
ness depends considerably whether 
the moths are flying, however 
prior to the recent storm they were 
very much on the wing at night. 
To date wo have not found any 
eggs from this brood on weeds or 
beets, hence immediate action with 
trftpS ni;iy forstalla serious attack.

Wonder Canyon Of Rockies 

Trapper and Explorer Finds Gorge 

That Rivals the Colorado Canyon 

A deep mountain canyon, carved al¬ 
most perpendicularly through n high 
rocky ridge, a canyon so deep that it 
is said to rival the world famous 
Colorado canyon, has been discovered 
by Albert Mercer, trapper and explor¬ 
er, who lias returned from a long 
Journey through the littlo-known 
wilderness of the Copper River coun¬ 
try In British Columbia. 

This spring Mercer attempted to 
penetrate the country of tho south 
fork of the Copper River, a country 
that lias aroused his curiosity. Even 
though he did not reach his objective, 
he discovered the canyon ami he be¬ 
lieves that this find amply rewarded 
him. 

The canyon Is from 12 to 15 miles 
long and from three to four thousand 
feet deep. It Is a paradise for moun¬ 
tain goat, Mercer claims. The can¬ 
yon, he says, Is so rough that w’olves 
and other enemies of the goat cannot 
penetrate Its fastnesses. He saw 
goats skipping about on points ot 
rocks where a slip would have meant 
n straight drop of thousands of feet. 

The south fork of the Copper 
River Is described as a great grizzly 
bear country and. would be a favored 
hunting spot If more accessible.

Feed Containing Cod Liver Oil Found 
Of Great Benefit 

Most satisfactory results are report¬ 
ed at Lennoxville, Quo., Dominion ex 
perlmental station from feeding chicks 
with a commercial starting feed con 
taining a percentage of cod liver oil. 
The feed is supposed to bo fed dry in 
open troughs or feeders as an exclu¬ 
sive starting feed for the first two 
weeks of a chick’s life, Tho super* 
lntendont of tho station (Mr. J. A. 
McClary) In his annual report, states 
that last yoar almost all. the chicks 
were started oil this starter meal and 
that tho results were outstanding in 
tho health of tho chicks, there not be¬ 
ing a case of leg weakness or rickets 
and no toe picking. Fresh water was 
always available and sour milk was 
gradually Introduced after the fourth 
or fifth day, about the eight or tenth 
day alternate feeds of a good scratch 
Teed was scattered In a llttor, which 
practice was continued until tnc 
chicks were around six weeks old, 
when they were gradually accustomed 
jto coarser grains, self feeding hoppers 
being used in preference to hand feed¬ 
ing Excellent results were ob 
talned from having a home mixed 
i ration of equal parts of wheat and 
cracked coin^ln ono compartment or 
tho hopper and a dry mash of bran, 
middlings, coi n meal and a percentage 


A method of doing nwav with (he 
need of going through a colony and 
examining every comb for queen cells 
Is described by Mr. W. Saxby Blair, 
superintendent of the Kentville. N.8., 
Dominion experimental station, In his 
last report.

In 
tho superintendent's report for 1929, 
which can bo had free from the sta¬ 
tion or from iho Publications Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
an illustration Is given showing tho 
method pursued to hasten the ripen¬ 
ing of the fruit. 


content of the wheat con¬ 
stitutes an ind^x of the gluten content 
In the flour. Flour with high gluten 
foment Is more nutritious, absorbs 
more water, and will make more loaves 
o' bread per barrel. Standards of 
bread making in Canada and the Unit¬ 
ed States have reached a point where 
bakers pay close attention to tho 
chemical content of their materials, 
with the result that they are willing 
to pay premiums for better flours. 
When tills was first realized, millers 
were able to pick up odd lots of good 
quality wheat in u particular grade 
without paying more than the average 1 
price for the particular grade. Now,' 
however, the situation Is changed. 
A recent statement In “Wheat Studies” 
Is to the effect that: "There are great] 
vaiiailons in the protein content of 1 
wheats of a given grade. Conse¬ 
quently, because of the Importance of 
tills factor in millers' requirements, 
there D commonly a far greater range 
of prices for wheats of the same grade 
but of different protein content, than 
between average prices for adjacent 
grades." 

To a great extent the farmer has 
failed to profit by tills new criterion 
(i wheat values because his wheat Is 
sold almost entirely by standard 
grades. The dry land farmer who 
produces under conditions of high cost 
both because of RUmnierfallowlng ami 
frequent loss of crops. Is the farmer 
whose wheat would receive most 
recognition under this new standard. 
Recognition of protein content as a 
factor in grading wheat will do much 
to aid many of the farmers who are 
now marginal producer# and will also 
raise the general level of the quality 
of the w bent produced. In tho long 
run. standardisation of a type which 
gives full credit for quality, benefits 
both tin* producer and consumer. 

In line with the idea concerning the 
liuportunce of emphasizing protein 
content Is another suggestion pointing 
oui the advantages of a policy of keep¬ 
ing low grade wheats off the market 
and using these grades for feed pur¬ 
poses. Not only do low grades have 
a disproportionately bearish effect 
upon iiie market, hut they also tend 
to Injure the reputation of tho region 
from which they are derived. Strict 
maintenance of present standards has 
gone far to reward quality production, 
but because of the high quality of our 
wheat, further refinement of standards 
In terms of proh In content will be 
particularly advantageous to Canada.

British Columbia To Undertake 
Extensive Cultivation of Clover 
British Columbia recs visions of 
dominating tho Canadian clover seed 
market as a result of the reclamation 
project In and around Sumas Lake. 
This body of water was recently drain¬ 
ed by provincial authorities, leaving a 
valuable tract of land, which will be 
opened up by a system of roads and 
offered for sale. In tho meantime 
the government has experimented. In 
growing clover seed, probably of tho 
red variety, though a recent report In 
tho Victoria Times docs not specify 
the particular kind.

No Poison On Apples 


CzecHo-Slovakian Trade Pact Would 
Be Aid To Canada 

Should a trade agreement bo reach¬ 
ed with the Czecho-Slovakian Govern¬ 
ment. Canada would receive tho bene¬ 
fit of a reduction amounting to almost 
50 per cent, on her exports of cereals 
and wheat flour to that country, ac¬ 
cording to F. V. Kveton, consul gen¬ 
eral of the Czechoslovakia Republic 
In Montreal. 

The new tariff law passed by the 
Prague Government Imposing duty of 
$1.68 on wheat, $1.41 on oats and $4.20 
on wheat flour per 100 kilos had been 
suspended until August 13. After 
that date tho consul hoped that Can¬ 
ada would take advantage of the “most 
favored nation treatment" extended by 
Czecho-Slovakla. Under such a 
treaty the duties would be lowered. 


Canadian Apple# Not Affected Dy 
Spraying Method# 

Following cabled reports from Eng 
land of arsenical poisoning from cat 
in* Imported apples, Dr. Frank T. 
Sliutt, D.Sc., Dominion chemist, pro 
duced for analysis 43 samples of au¬ 
thenticated sprayed apples from the 
chief apple exporting districts of Can 
adl In Nova Scotia. Quebec, Ontario 
and British Columbia. 

Examination showed that approx! 
matcly one-half the samples were en¬ 
tirely free from arsenic and tho great¬ 
est amount found was slightly In ex¬ 
cess of one-two-hundredths grain per 
pound. 

At this rate It would require one 
dozen apples of average size to sup¬ 
ply the minimum medical dose ann 
four dozen apples to supply the maxi¬ 
mum dose.

kier fat production for the brefed and 
also set a new record for tho breed In 
Canada. In a recent 305 days teat, 
: held under tho rules of tho Canadian 
j Record of Performance, this animal 
I produced 21,241 pounds of milk and 
i 909 pounds of butler fat, surpassing 
i the old Ayrshire record, held by an 
: American row, by 2,975 pounds of milk 
and 170 pounds of butter tat. The 
cow was 7 l /4 years old when the test 
i started a year ago. following r» former 
official test during which she produc¬ 
ed 22,506 pounds of milk and 901 
j pounds of butler fat. This, taken 
with the record established this year, 
gives her an average of 22,895 pounds 
of milk and 952 pounds of butter fat

“Guarantee” Process Eggs Found to 
Have a Better Flavor 

A series of experiments conducted 
over two years has brought out sev¬ 
eral points, according to tho report 
for 192 4 of the Dominion poultry hus¬ 
bandman, relative to the keeping of 
eggs, among which ure: That eggs 
treated by the' "Guarantlze" process 
grade much better when taken out of 
storage and have a better flavor than 
those not so treated; that eggs should 
he stored with the small end down; 
that freshness lias an important hear¬ 
ing upon their keeping qualities; that 
eleun eggs keep better than either 
dirty or washed eggs, and that clean¬ 
liness of flats and till* rs is a point that 
should be observed. The experi¬ 
ments, excepting that referring to tho 
“Guarani ize” process were repeated 
at Charlottetown, Brandon and Agas¬ 
siz farms and* stations. 


Pltnty Of Land Availab! 


Cheapest Land With the Highest Vic'd 
Can Be Had In Western Canada 
According to cable advice tho gov¬ 
ernor of the Hudson's Bay Company, 
speaking at the annual mooting br tho 
company, stated that there still re 
mained in the possession of the com¬ 
pany 2,819,000 acres of land in tho 
prairie provinces. He pointed out 
that tho present price of land there 
was lower than that of similar land In 
any other part of North America do*, 
pile the fact that the average tax on 
farm land was lower in Canada titan 
In the United States anil the average 
yield of spring wheat was higher.

Important Consideration To Be 
Observed In the Curing Process 

Ten years ago the prairie provinces 
produced less then half a million acres 
of hay. in 1923 flu* hay acreage had 
increased to approximately txxo and 
one half million acres. Correspond 
cnee reveals that much of this hay la 
grown by larniera who have no expert 
once in curing bay or who are pro¬ 
ducing hay under e tui arid conditions 
for the first time. I he conditions 
emphasize the Importance of giving 
careful consideration 10 tho objects 
sought in curing lmy anil iho methods 
employed to obtain a high quality pro¬ 
duct 

Condition* on tin* prairie differ 
greatly from those found in humid 
sections The abundance of clear 
weather, with Its dry atmosphere, 
offers ideal conditions, hut which, if 
precautions are not taken, may 
spoil the quality of the hay produced, 
la other words, the producer can em¬ 
ploy certain method* which will Im¬ 
prove the <|utility and value of tlie hay* 
for his stock, 

Briefly, four factors determine qual¬ 
ity in hay: t’olor, odor, presence of 
haves and freedom from dust and 
mould Have you noticed how the 
experienced hay grader determines the 
x.ilue of hay? The sample is drawn 
from the bulk quantity. 'l'he rolor Is 
given first consideration It should be 
a bright green He then smells It 
to see if tin* characteristic aroiua of 
good hay is present. Tho parcel Is 
then separated to find out If tho leaves 
and finer parts have been retained. 
A more minute examination deter¬ 
mines the presence of dust and 
moulds Primary consideration Is 
also given to purity of the product 
with respect to weeds and foreign 
material In the hay. 

W ith these considerations In mind, 
the grower must rut and cure Ms 
crop The llrs'. consideration Is to 
cut it at the proper time. No rule 
iu this respect covers all hay crops 
Alfalfa should be cut in the early 
bloom tage when tin* new shoots are 
starting front the crown. The early 
hud stage i-i best for sweet doxer, hut 
:« live inch stubble should be left. With 
timothy, the se< ond bloom stage is a 
lair gauge For oat hay. cut in lute 
Walk stage for cows and dough stage 
for horses. As the crop matures more 
fibre i- drieloped Where the acre¬ 
age i- large, if Is adxisable to start 
Hitting early to secure the bulk at tin* 


Alberts. Mr. Magnusnoti 
declares that Immediate steps must lm 
taken similar to those which now pro¬ 
tect tho buffalo.

Mr. Mngnusson Is enthusiastic over 
the government action in shipping 
part of tho Wainwrlght buffalo herd 
north. At present, he says, 250 
head are shipped weekly to the un¬ 
loading point near Fitzgerald, and 
turned into the Immense park-like 
tract of country which has been set 
aside for them. They leave the boat 
a^l travel over a four mile trail 
through the woods leading to the One 
meadow lands studded with trees, xvell 
watered and amply provided with salt 
licks, which is nx»xv their home. 

That tho first buffalo left the 
original park, swam tho mile-wide 
Slave and Peace ltivers and headed 
south during their first winter In the 
north Is true, he declares. They 
wanted to winter further south, but 
in tho spring they swept north again 
to fresh feeding lands. The park has 
been extended southward, he said, to 
permit this migration. 

Wood buffalo are already more 
plentiful In the park than they used 
to be, Mr. Magnusson said, and mingle 
freely with the plain buffalo. There 
Is llttlo difference between tlie two 
breeds, hi* says. The wood buffalo is 
a little larger and darker, and al¬ 
ready successful crossing of the two 
species lias taken placo.

First American Short Story Magazine 
Printed In England In 1840 

Today, when there nro hundreds of 
short story magazines In America, It 
seems strange to realize that tho first 
American short story mngnzlno was 
published In London. Hut such Is 
really the ease. 

Tho first volume of this periodical. 
Issued In 1840, contained 400 pages 
hearing some fifty tnles and a num¬ 
ber of "popular sketches.” It re¬ 
published almost every bit of note¬ 
worthy short fiction that had been 
written In America before 1840. with 
the exception of stories written by 
Washington Irving, who was held to 
he European rather than American in 
Ills manner of writing. 

This publication, which was Issued 
when the short story xvas vdry new 
as a form of writing, had a great In¬ 
fluence on the development of that 
type of literature in America. 


s that a noteworthy 
feature was the dully variation In egg 
weights for all the birds.

Alfalfa and Western Rye Grass a 
Good Hav Mixture 

For three years r. aeries of grasses 
was seeded alone and In combination 
with white sweet clover, yrPow sweet 
clover and alfalfa at the Indian Head. 
Saskatchewan. Dominion experimental 
farm. In bis annual report for 1925, 
Mr. \V. II. Gibson, the superintendent, 
gives the result! of the experiment. 
The lowest yields were obtained when 
tin* grasses were sown alone. Full 
statistic-- are given in the report. Mr. 
Gibson remarks that although It ap¬ 
pear! that n grass sown with white 
sxxeet clover Is best, It must be borne 
in mind that the combination with al¬ 
falfa produces a profitable bay crop 
every year. lie adds, "The use of 
alfalfa and western rye grass as a hay 
mixture is a good agricultural practice 
under Saskatchewan conditions.”

If oat straw Is available when 
bay is stored, alternate layers can be 
stored with It. in tills xvay the straw 
will absorb the flavor of the bay and 
niHke it more palutublc to stock. 

The primal) object in curing ha.v Is 
to cure as closely as possible, the 
green crop b-ss muiic of the moisture. 
In reducing the moisture content, a 
fenm-niution procc .s must go on to 
give a palatable product and tin* leaves 
retained to have bay of high feeding 
value. Experiments have shown that 
perfect!) cured bay Is equal to fresh 
pasture for milk and butter fat pro¬ 
duction, but 1 hut approximately one- 
fotirlli of the leedlug value is lost by 
xposine to heavy rains. Fr*e Press.

A a the evening shadows began to lengthen across 
* the Bow Valley in the Canadian Rockies on the 
last day of May, a diminutive time-worn, rust-bitten, 
two cylinder motor car of 11)02 vintage chugged 
through the portals of the Rockies into Banff, there 
to join the throng of motor ears on Banff Avenue 
ami unwittingly form a historic pageant indicating 
the developments in motor transportation during 
twenty-four years. 

As it happens at such times, the shades of the 
past arise to refresh the memories of old-timers and 
bring forth reminiscences indicating the progress 
made within recent years. And po with the shades 
of the past evoked by one of the first “horseless car¬ 
riages,” mingling with its glittering brothers of the 
m< dern fige. 

When it too glittered with newness the mountain 
valleys knew-not the odor of gasoline and the or¬ 
der* d roar pf the exhaust, the old-timer onlookers 
sa d. No fine pavements such as at present grace 
tii streets of the famous mountain resort, smoothed 
on ^ihe irregular Its. The dirt surface of Bant! 
Avenue knew only pede trinn, saddle and puck-ironies, 
and the iron tired wheels of the lumbering leather 
spring coach, used as the first sight seeing vehicle 
in the Rockies. 

In 1910, the Canadian Government opened the 
park gates to motor travel. In 192', i 1 '** motor sight¬ 
seeing equipment, used to carry pus en *rs by motor 


(Blu e Hum s 


through the Rockies from the Banff Springs Hotel 
to the chain of other Canadian Pacific railway hotels 
and bungalow camps, numbered a hundred modern 
motor cars and sight seeing busses. In 1920, the 
system carried 220,000 passengers a total of ap¬ 
proximately a million miles in three of Canada’s 
mountain national parks. Thirty-six thousand motor 
cars, carrying 126,000 holidayers, passed through tha 
gates of the Kootenay and Banff National Parks dur¬ 
ing the same season. 

On June 16, the new Lake Louise to Field Highway 
was opened to the motorist, uniting the three na¬ 
tional parks b % v* motor road and increasing the grand 
total of modern highway in the mountains to approx¬ 
imately 230 miles. But when the diminutive motor 
vehicle was the latest creation in automobiles, the 
mileage of roads in the mountains could be counted 
on the fingers of both hands. 

The day following its arrival in Banff, R. Stacey, 
Kelso, Washington, filled the gas tank of the 1902 
car and set out over the Banff Windermere Highway 
onroutc* for home. lie* is driving the car from Ed¬ 
monton, Alberta, where it recently won the first 
prize in the light car cla: of the old car contest con¬ 
ducted by the Edmonton Journal. 

In cros ing the two summits on the highway, a 
modern car was called into action to aid the ancient 
vehicle over the top. By afternoon it reached Radium 
Bungalow Camp at the south end of Kootenay Na¬ 
tional Park where the owner called it a day after 
covering ninety miles.
